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Continuation of 13. OtherApplicant argues that the carbon of Finkelshtain is not disclosed as being either amorphous or crystalline. The 
examiner disagrees since carbon is inherently either amorphous or crystalline and thus the carbon of Finkelshtain is inherently one or the 
other. Furthermore, Applicant has failed to show any clear support to show that the carbon of Finkelshtain is not either amorphous or 
crystalline and thus lacks sufficient evidence to overcome the prior art rejection of record. With respect to the arguments to the nitrogen 
density, as discussed in the previous office action the ratio of the nitrogen relative to the remaining constituents in the carrier as shown in 
Fig, 2a teaches of a nitrogen relative density within the claimed range, thus the nitrogen which is on a surface of the carrier between 
adjacent hydrocarbon rings is in fact a part of the surface of the earner. 

Applicant appears to have incorporated the allowable subject matter indicated in the previous office action into independent form and < 
cancelled the conresponding dependent claims.
